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INTRODUCTION 


In  an  article  on  Charles  Bulfinch,  the  architect, 
published  in  the  New  England  Magaziyie  for  Novem- 
ber, 1890,  the  writer  states  that  Adino  Bulfinch,  who 
settled  in  Boston  in  1681,  was  the  first  of  the  Bulfinch 
name  in  this  country.  Such,  however,  is  not  the  fact. 
There  was  a  John  Bulfinch  who  settled  in  Salem  as 
early   as    1640.      He  was   made   a  freeman,    May    18, 

1642.  In  1640  he  was  the  defendant  in  an  action  of 
debt  brought  by  John  Luff,  and  was  awarded  dam- 
ages and  costs  by  the  Court.  At  a  general  town 
meeting  held  in  Salem,  April  4,  1640,  "  goodman  Bul- 
finch ' '  was  appointed  to  survey  the  fences  in  the  field 
next  to  the  ferry  that  leaves  to  Ipswich.  February 
23,  1643,  ten  acres  of  land  were  granted  to  "  brother 
Bulfinch."     At  a  general  town  meeting,  held  Dec.  4, 

1643,  John  Bulfinch  was  chosen  for  the  "  Jury  of  try- 
alls."  January  i,  1645,  John  Bulfinch  and  John  Al- 
derman returned  an  inventory  of  the  estate  of  Marga- 
ret Pease  of  Salem. 

Savage,  in  his  Genealogical  Dictionary,  says  that 
John    Bulfinch    removed   from   Salem,    but    it    is    not 


known  whither  he  went.  A  recent  search,  however, 
among  the  Middlesex  and  Essex  County  Court  Rec- 
ords* has  brought  to  light  the  fact  that  he  returned  to 
England  about  the  year  1653,  and  died  at  Chatham, 
Kent  County,  about  1679.  Chatham  was  presumably 
his  native  place,  and  the  English  home  of  the  Bul- 
finch  family. 

It  is  probable  that  John  Bulfinch  of  Salem  was 
the  ancestor  of  the  John  Bulfinch,  ship-joiner,  who 
first  appears  of  record  in  Boston  in  1726.  It  is  proba- 
ble, too,  that  Capt.  Adino  Bulfinch  and  his  descend- 
ants, among  whom  are  Charles  Bulfinch,  the  architect, 
and  Thomas  Bulfinch,  the  physician,  have  in  him  a 
common  ancestor.  Capt.  Adino -Bulfinch  was  a  sail- 
maker  by  trade,  and  his  oldest  son,  John,  and  his 
youngest  son,  William,  were  also  sail-makers  ;  so  that 
in  trade,  at  least,  they  were  near  allied  to  John  Bul- 
finch, the  ship-joiner,  and  his  son  John,  ship-joiner. 
For  a  short  history  of  the  Adino  Bulfinch  branch  of 
the  family,  see  Drake's  "Boston,"  Page  663  note,  and 
Bridgman's  "  Memorials  of  the  Dead  in  Boston  ;

Ropes  as  by  deed  dated  the  24  of  August  1653  apeth." 


FIRvST    GENERATION. 

The  brauch  of  the  family  with  which  this  article 
has  directl3''to  deal  begins  with  John  Bnlfinch.  a  ship- 
joiner  by  trade,  who  married  Elizabetii  Bumstead  of 
Boston,  November  3,  3726.  Of  his  parentage  nothing 
is  known  to  the  writer.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  the 
daughter  of  Jeremiah  and  Elizabetii  (Bridges)  Bum- 
stead,  and  was  born  in  1706.  Mr.  Bumstead's  diary 
from  1722  to  1728  was  published  in  the  New  England 
Historical  and  Genealogical  Register  in  1861.  Under 
date  of  November  3,  1726,  he  writes:  "  My  daughter 
Elizabeth  was  marr3'ed  to  Mr.  Bulfinch  by  Mr.  Prince, 
about  8  att  night."  Elizabeth,  wife  of  John  Bulfinch, 
died  July  3,  1737,  and  he  married,  second,  Ma}-  10, 
1739,  Mary  Peabody,  daughter  of  Joseph  Peabody  of 
Boxford,  born  Februar}'  4,  1697. 

In  1758,  John  Bulfinch  was  assigned  to  duty  by 
the  selectmen  of  Boston  on  "  Engine  No.  7 — 13  men," 
and  on  that  account  was  excused  by  the  Governor 
' '  from  all  Military  duty  as  well  as  from  Serving  in 
any  office."  In  the  years  1768  to  1773  inclusive, 
he  was  chosen  a  Surveyor  of  Boards  at  the  annual 
town  meetings  in  Boston.  In  1774,  1775,  1776  and 
1777,  his  son,  John  Bulfinch,  was  chosen  to  this 
office. 

John'  Bulfinch  died  about  1774.  By  his  wife, 
Elizabeth,  he  had  issue  : —

SECOND  GENERATION. 

John"*  Bulfinch,  son  of  John'  and  Elizabeth  f  Bum- 
stead)  Bulfinch,  born  in  Boston,  July  17,  1727,  died 
in  Lynn,  Februar}'  4,  18 12.  He,  too,  was  a  ship- 
joiner  b}^  trade,  and  is  said  to  have  worked  on  the 
frigate  Constitution.  One  of  his  sons  was  an  officer 
in  the  American  Navy  and  died  on  the  prison  ship  Jer- 
sey at  Brooklyn.  He  married  Anna  Breed,  daughter 
of  Amos  and  Elizabeth  Breed  of  Boston,  September 
10,  1754. t     His  name  and  that  of  his  wife,  Anna  Bul-

finch,  appear  in  several  deeds  of  land  in  Boston.  In 
them  he  is  uniforml}-  described  as  a  ship-joiner  until 
1793,  when  he  is  spoken  of  as  a  housewright.  In 
deed  dated  December  i,  1796,  John  Bulfinch  of  Mai- 
den, housewright,  "  for  the  natural  lo"e  and  affection 
which  I  have  and  bear  for  my  son  Jeremiah  Bulfinch 
of  Boston  *  *  gentleman,  and  for  my  grandson, 
John  Bulfinch,  son  of  the  said  Jeremiah,  a  minor," 
conveys  certain  land  in  Maiden  ' '  to  the  said  Jeremiah 
Bulfinch  until  the  said  John  Bulfinch  shall  arrive  at 
law^ful  age,  then  to  the  said  John  Bulfinch  in  fee  *  * 
saving  and  reserving  to  myself  the  income,  use  and 
improvement  of  the  aforesaid  described  premises  for 
and  during  the  term  of  my  natural  life." 

In  the  Boston  Directory  of  1796  appear  the  fol- 
lowins:  names  : —

The  three  last  named  in  the  above  list  were  de- 
scendants of  Adino  Bulfinch.  No  record  has  been 
found  of  the  children  of  John  and  Anna  Bulfinch.

THIRD  GENERATION. 

Jeremiah'  Bulfincli.  son  of  John'''  and  Anna 
(Breed)  Bulfinch,  born  in  Boston  in  1759,  and  died 
in  Augusta,  Me.,  November  19,  1846.  He  kept  a 
livery  stable  and  was  the  first  person  in  Boston  to  use 
a  hack  and  establish  a  price  at  twentjr-five  cents.  In 
a  deed  from  his  father  John  in  1 78 1 ,  Jeremiah  Bulfinch 
is  described  as  a  "  Trader,"  and,  in  1793,  he  is  re- 
ferred to  as  an  "  Innholder."  In  later  deeds  he  is 
spoken  of  as  a  "  Broker."  For  man^^  years  he  lived 
on  Federal  Street,  in  Lynn.*  He  married,  first,  July 
22,  1787,  Rebecca  Cheever  (born  Johnson),  and  by 
her  had  issue  : —

FOURTH  GENERATION. 

John"*  (  Jeremiah'^  John",  John')  born  in  Boston, 
Sept.  29,  1791,  died  in  Waldoboro,  Me.,  Nov.  23,  1884. 
He  married,  June  28,  1825,  Sophronia  W.  Pike,  who 
was  born  in  Methuen  Mass.  Jan.  18,  1801,  and  died 
Dec.  27,   1859. 

John  Bulfinch  fitted  for  college  in  Lynn  and 
entered  Harvard  in  1808,  and  was  the  last  survivor  of 
the  class  of  1812.  After  graduation  he  taught  school 
and  studied  law  in  Belfast,  Me.  In  18 16,  he  opened 
an  office  in  Union.  In  1823,  he  removed  to  \A^aldo- 
boro  where  he  continued  in  the  practice  of  his  profes-

sion,  and  was  engaged  in  shipping  and  ship  building 
until  he  retired  from  business  about  1868.  He  never 
held  public  office,  but  actively  engaged  in  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  the  town,  supporting  a  high  school, 
wnth  the  aid  of  a  few  others,  for  a  number  of  years. 
He  was  regarded  a  sound  lawyer  and  had  an  exten- 
sive practice  in  the  courts  of  Lincoln  County.

He  began  preach- 
ing in  Perry,  Me.,  in  1856,  and  subsequently  held  pas- 
torates at  Milltown,  N.  B.,  Boothbay  Harbor,  Newcastle, 
Me.  and  Freeport,  Me.,  in  which  latter  place  he  was 
located  from  1870  to  1876.  Since  then  he  has  resided 
in  Waldoboro,  preaching  on  alternate  Sundays  in  the 
neighboring  towns  of  Bremen  and  Washington.  He  has 
been  supervisor  of  schools  in  Waldoboro  for  several 
years,  and  has  devoted  some  of  his  time  to  fitting  young 
men  for  college  and  for  teachers.

Henry"'  ( JeremialV*,  Jolln^  John')  born  June  6, 
1797,  died  in  Nahant.  January  28,  1S53.  He  was 
graduated  from  Har^-ard  in  1821,  studied  divinity, 
preached  occasionally,  but  most  of  his  time  was  en- 
gaged as  a  teacher.  He  was  settled  over  the  Metho- 
dist church  of  Marblehead  in  1822.  He  was  a  very 
quiet,  unassuming  man,  but  quite  successful  as  a 
teacher.  He  married  his  cousin  Mary  C.  Johnson  of 
Nahant,  daughter  of  Caleb  and  Olive  Johnson.  She 
died  in  Everett,  Nov.  28,  1888,  aged  87  years,  11 
months,  22  days.

Amos  Breed^  (Jeremiah\  John"',  John^)  was  born 
in  Lynn,  March  25,  1799,  and  died  in  Woburn,  Nov. 
10,  1884.  His  mother,  who  had  intended  to  give  all 
her  children  a  good  education,  died  when  he  was 
about  five  years  old,  and  he  never  had  the  educational 
advantages  of  his  older  brothers.  He  went  to  sea 
when  a  young  man,  and  also  later  in  life,  but  gained 
his  livelihood,  for  the  most  part,  as  a  shoemaker.  In 
June,  1821,  he  married  Hannah,  daughter  of  Nicholas 
and  Hannah  (Miller)  Coombs  of  Marblehead.  She 
was  born  Sept.  2,  1802,  and  died  in  Woburn,  Dec.  20, 
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1883.  She  was  well  acquainted  with  the  early  famil}^ 
history  of  the  Bulfinches,  and  with  her  death  much 
valuable  information  concerning  the  family  was  for- 
ever lost.  Her  father,  referred  to  in  the  probate  rec- 
ords at  Salem  as  a  mariner,  died  in  Marblehead  in 
1809,  and  was  the  son  of  Nicholas  and  Hannah  (Sine- 
cross)  Coombs.  Her  mother  was  a  daughter  of  John 
and  Mary  (Girdler)  Miller,  and  was  born  in  Marble- 
head,  March  i<S,  1773. 

Amos  Breed  and  Hannah  Bulfinch  had  issue  :  —

boys  and  girls  in  Woburn;  and  Stephen  A.^  b.  in  Win- 
chester Nov.  11,  1850  ;  he  taught  school  for  several 
years  in  California  but  is  now  agent  of  the  Union  Ice 
Co.  of  California,  and  resides  at  Los  Angeles  ;  he  mar- 
ried Georgianna  Gray  of  Sacramento  and  they  have  two 
children,  both  girls.

He  saw  service  in  the  War  for  nine  months 
in  Co.  G,  5th  Reg't,  M.  \'.  ^L,  and  for  one  hundred 
days,  in  1864,  in  the  6th  Reg't.  His  only  child, 
Chester  W.^  b.  in  Malone,  N.  Y.  Nov.  25,  1875,  is 
now  a  student  at  Dartmouth  College,  class  of  '98. 
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Jeremiah^  (Jereniiah'\  John',  John'),  son  of  Jere- 
miah and  Hannah  Biilfinch,  born  March  17,  18 18, 
married  June  8,  1845,  Mary  Ann  Tilton  of  Lynn,  and 
died  there  March  13,  1893.  His  wife  was  born  Sept. 
24,  1825,  and  died  May  30,  1861.  He  came  to  Lynn 
when  about  ten  years  of  age,  and  for  six  years  after 
attaining  his  majorit}'  taught  schools  in  Saugus,  Mar- 
blehead,  Lynnfield,  and  Danvers.  He  first  engaged 
in  the  business  of  pharmacy  with  Dr.  George  Sum- 
mers, and,  in  1851,  started  a  store  of  his  own.  He 
followed  this  business  successful!}-  until  the  infirmities 
of  increasing  3'ears  led  him  to  transfer  it  to  his  son.
